Singular Adventurés among Australian 
Aborigines. ? 





The Queensland papers contain an account of 
the wanderings of an Eeglishman, named~ Mor- 
rill, who had just madethis escape from among 
the ‘“‘\blacks’”-of the néirthern part of that colony 
with (whom he had Sojonrned for -seventeen 
years. Morrill. was a (carpenter on board the 


ship Pergvian,, which was wrecked in 1846, on | 
' the Horseshoe Reef, near Port Denison, while | 


ona Yayage from Sydfey to China. The cap- 
tain, |Pitkitley, Mrs. @Pitkitley, a boy ‘named 
Wilson, and our herp, survived the whole of 
their ilkfated or and after some time 
they fell in withthe natives, who carried “them 
off to their ‘‘ big camp.” The Rockhampton 
Bulletin says :—‘‘ Although they were treated 
with a good degree of find indulgence, such as 
it was, |still they soon egan to suffer. fearfully. 
The few rags of clothés left on them rapidly 
wore away. The men beeameas naked as the 
blacks. Till the time Of Ler ‘death, however, 
Mrs. Pitkitley managed to patch together some- 
thing for a covering. Exposed, : wandering 
from place to place, sjeepibg: without shelter; 
and digging in swamps, tried them severely ; 
rheumatism and rheumatic sores began to afflict 
them. 
now, unable to supply ‘themselves, and in the 
dry season obtaining pf food’ becoming more 
dificult; they were divided into three. different 
parties—Mr. and Mrs. Pitkitly remaining still 
together. . About two years after landing the 
boy Wilson died, ‘and some few months after 
Mr. and Mrs. PitkitleyMied, Mrs. Pitkitley sur- 
viving her. husband -aljout.four days. “Morrill 
was at this time with a separate party, and 
was not. present.at the death of any ‘of his 
white companions. us, in less. than three 
years, of all on board the Pertvian when cast 
away, James Morrilljremained alone. Since 
that time; till nine or t§n months ago, he has 
generally lived in the feighbourhood of Mount 
Eliot. At different times he heard of vessels 
being on the coast, antl once he saw a barqne 
passing in full view,’ bit.in no case had he any 
means of communica with them, Some 
twenty months ago ke first heard of whites be- 
ing in the neighborhood, and nine or ten months 
ago he came to live with a friendly ‘party in the 
country between Cape; Bowling Green and _ the 
Burdekiu River, with, the object of having a bet- 
ter opportunity of coming in contact with the 
whites. Thus weeks and months passed with- 
out any opportunity of Sommanication, till, in the 
latter part of January, the party he was with 
made a kangarvo hunt close to Mr. Autill’s station 
and Morrill got detailed with a party of women 
to. keep a look ont for the whites. One of the 
women strolled off to sme distance, and on re- 
turning told Morrill that she had‘sgen the’ white 
man’s hut. . Morrill sid he, too, should like to 
see it, and requested Ber to show. it: to him, 
which she started off t¢ do, showing the direction 
of the hut. On the way they came in sight of 
some sheep. Morrill concluded that the whites 
could not be far off, bat on his proposing to go 
up to them the woman remonstrated, saying they 
wonld-kill him, and\on{ his persisting to go. she 
ran away back toher phrty. Morrill went-to the 
water-hole and washed himself, so as to appear 
as white-as possible, aiid went.on i the direction 


Hitherto the foar had still been together; 4 
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| white men (years.ago a great flood had destroy- 
| ed many of them, and for some time it has been 
a favourite idea with them that this rainy season 
a great flood would drown all their white trowbl- 
ers with their horses, cattle, and sheep). while 
others lamented that he would be too far away 
| to do anything to'save them from the whites, 
but begged him ti induce the whites to let them 
have the swamps and salt-water ereeks undis- 
turbed, and they would give up the upper rivers 
to. the whites. With mach lamentation on part 
of many of his old and tried friends, the follow- 
ing morning he ended an almost seventeen years 
|}reidence with the blacks, and left their camp. 
| Since then he has been living with the whites on 
| the: Burdekin; till last week -he arrived in Bowen 
| where he has been very well received. In de- 
;picting savage sdciety he has but few bright 
| tints to use. . Amongst thein no law of the com- 
munity protects the individual. Personal prow- 
jess, personal friendship, and fear of the private 
| avenger are the only protection from personal 
enmities, which are often bitter and occassioned 
by trifing causes. A large proportion of the 
men. come to violent ends, when found at dis- 
advantage by personal cnemies. He, too had 
many personal enémies who would gladly have 
takenchis life, but they were kept in check by 
his friends, who were numerous and powerful, 
and’ who threatened dreadful vengeance should 
mischief befal him, and some of whom always kept 
his company. Their women, who appear to. be 
the property of the father while young, and of 
the men who obtain them afterwards, are very 
unequally divided among the men. Some -men 
have several ; in one instance he knew as many 
as nine to one man, while others are unmated. 
They are jealous of their women, and their 
women are the oc¢asion of many of their bloody 
and cruel quarrels. Very comfortable huts they 
might have with a little labour, but they are al- 
most continually shifting from place to place, 
and will seldom take the trouble to procure a 
shelter beyond a piece of bark to keep the rain 
from their heads in wet weather.. They practice 
burning their dead; and Morrill says they often 
cook and eat the flesh of persons dying sudden 
or violent deaths, whether friends or foes, but 
denies that they kill for the purpose of eating 
them. Food enongh they geureally procured 
without much difficulty, except in stormy weath- 
er, when they would rather starve than go after 
it. He denies any form of religion among the 
natives, or even a conception of a foture life be- 
yond a vague idea that at death they jump up 
white fellow, and that by species of retributory 
justice, their present wholesale destruction is ef- 
fected by the incorporated forms of former van- 
quished enemies. He assures us that the blacks 
treated both him and his unfortunate shipmates 
with unvarying kindness, protecting them from 
every attack, and offering neither injary nor in- 
sult toto the unfortunate woman thrown upon 
their mercy for nearly two years. Morrill testi- 
fies to the existance of cannibalism, foianded 
rather upon superstitious ideas of embodying the 
virtues Or -physical capacities of a deceased 
friend or enemy than from any desire for unnat- 
ural food, and also states that.a portion of the 
flesh, dried, is carried about as-an amulet.”
